Buckiails and Spoons—Bingo!

Though there’s no way of proving it, I expect my great-grand¬ 
father used v something like a bucktaii back in the Scottish 
Highlands. And maybe he had learned the trick from his grand¬ 
father! This particular artificial has a lot of solid history going 
for it. And even if you are in¬ 
clined to buck tradition every 
now and again, you will miss 
out on a lot of good fishing if 
you ignore lures that utilize 
the bucktaii. v 

For example. I’ve said more 
than a few' times that the hap¬ 
piest marriage that ever took 
place was the one between 
Johnson’s Silver Minnow 
spoon and a hunk of deer hair. 

They just naturally called it 
the Bucktaii Spoon, and it just 
naturally became a very pro¬ 
ductive lure. 

The heavy forged-copper 
blade casts like a bullet, and’ 
its particular shape gives it a 
very exciting swimming action. 

And to top it oil, the bucktaii 
is available in four colors — 
red, yellow, black, and a red- 
and-white combination — and 
is held by a special clip that 
permits changing colors fast. 

Maybe you feel that switch¬ 
ing bucktails isn’t necessary or 
important, Weil, believe me, 
you’re not alone: a lot of ang¬ 
lers have never given it a sec¬ 
ond thought. 

But I can remember many 
days when, for instance, a sil¬ 
ver Bucktaii Spoon with a yel¬ 


low bucktaii did little more 
than stir up a lot of water until 
I switched to a red ’tail or 
some other color. 

Why, it was only two years 
ago that I was able to show 
some fishing buddies at an On¬ 
tario camp that patience and 
a bucktaii variety could com¬ 
bine to bring lake trout that 
‘ weren’t biting” swarming 
around my lure.. 

Admittedly, I went through 
several spoon finishes and all 
four 'tail colors before I got 
the winning combination. (And 
I also did something you may 
want to try. Johnson’s bucktaii 
is a wispy one that has very 
little ‘floating” effect on the 
spoon, but I still like to trim 
it slightly with knife or scis¬ 
sors just forward of the wrap¬ 
ping.) 

It was a gold Bucktaii Spoon 
with a yellow ’tail that finally 
provided the right visual ap¬ 
peal for those big lakers. 

Riding along just a foot or 
so beneath the choppy, rain¬ 
swept surface of the lake, this 
lure took lake trout like the 
lake hadn’t been fished before!

DISABILITY: This is a word 
fraught with special meaning for 
2.2 million people in 1908. For 
they represent 1.2 million dis¬ 
abled workers and one million of 
their dependents who received 
monthly social security benefits 
during- the year according to Dan¬ 
iel J._ Murphy. Jr., manager of 
the Springfield, Mass.; social se¬ 
curity office. 

Disability protection has been 
part of the social security pro¬ 
gram since 1951. Initially benefits 
were paid only to those persons 
who had a mental or physical im¬ 
pairment that was expected to 
continue indefinitely or result in 
death. However, the Social Se¬ 
curity Admendmenxs of 1965 re¬ 
defined the meaning erf disability 
as applied under the social securi¬ 
ty law. 

A worker is now considered 
‘disabled” if he has a physical or 
mental condition which prevents 
him from performing any sub¬ 
stantial gainful work and is ex¬ 
pected to last (or has lasted) for 
at least 12 months, or is expected 
to result in death. Thus, in ef¬ 
fect, disability benefits can now 
be paid even if recovery and re¬ 
turn to gainful work is anticipat¬ 
ed. If you are a disabjyd worker 
3-1 or older you will be eligible for 
monthly benefits-if you are fully 
insured under social security and 
have credit for 5 years of work 
in the 10-year period ending when 
you became disabled. If you be¬ 
come disabled between 2 4 and 31, 
you need credit for only one-half 

The social program now pro¬ 
vides insurance benefits in three 
different situations. 

Today disability benefits can 
be paid to: 

• Disabled workers under age 
65 and for the dependent mem¬ 
bers of their families. 

& A disabled child age 18 or 
over who has been continously 
disabled since before reaching IS, 
if their parent who is insured un¬ 
der social security dies or be¬ 
comes entitled to retirement or 
disability benefits. 

# Disabled widows or widow¬ 
ers age 50 or older who became 
severely disabled not later than 
7 years after the death of the 
worker or the end of a widows 
entitlement to benefits as a moth-
